Total Loss of Life Will 


Never Be Known in 
Sinking of Chilean 
Transport. 


RESCUE SHIPS FIND 
ALL TRACES GONE 


Vessel Pounded to Pieces 
on Rocks; Lifeboats and 
Wreckage Torn From 


Clutching Hands. 


Santiago, Chile, July 8.—(4)—Up- 


wards of 300 lives were lost when the 
army transport Angamos crashed on 
the rocks at Punta Chimpel, near the 
south Chilean coast town of Lebu, 
Friday night. The exact number may 
never be known as the vessel had 
made several stops en route and its 
passenger list had been changed. 

Only four survivors have been found 
and they tell a terrible tale of a three- 
hour struggle for life preservers, places 
in the boats or even hand holds on 
bits of floating wreckage which follow- 
ed the crash. 

The ship lost her cudder in a storm 
avd whei. the commander, Ismael 
Suarez, found himself unable ‘to pre- 
vent the catastrophe, he committed sui- 
cide on the bridge. 

Rescue Boats Teo Late. 

Chilean naval vessels and tugs, sum- 
moned by wireless, rushed to the scene 
but by the time they arrived, there 
was nothing for them to save. Eight 
bodies were found on the beach near 
Coronel. 

The transport left Punta Arenas, 
southernmost city in the world in the 
Straits of Magellan, with 291 persons 
on board. Of these 215 were crew and 


76 passengers. The latter included a 
number of women and children. 

The ship was loaded with coal at 
Punta Arenas, the ‘fuel being intended 
for use of Chilean naval vessels in 
northern waters and the passengers 
were mostly laborers and their families 
enroute to the nitrate fields in north- 
ern Chile. They were traveling at 
government expense. 

Several stops were made en route 
and vhile a few of the original pas- 
senger list may have debarked, it is 
thought here that additions to the pas- 
senger quota brought the total num- 
ber “aboard to more than 300. 

The storm was encountered late in 
the day. For several hours the Anga- 
mos struggled to make headway 
against wind and wave but she was 
badly battered. Then her rudder was 


smashed and she started to drift to- 
ward the breakers. At 10 p. m. she 
struck. 

Life Boats Smashed. 

With no rescue in sight, attempts 
were made to launch life boats but 
they capsizetl in the tremendous seas 
almost as rapidly as they struck the 
water and their human freight was 
tossed on the rocks by the breakers or 
drawn back into the angry sea. 

The vessel filled rapidly and three 
hours after she struck was virtually 
buried under the waves. Then she 
broke in two and the few who remain- 
ed aboard were thrown into the sea. 
What they experienced is revealed in 
the story of Jose Agula, an army con- 
script who was cast ashore on a piece 
of wreckage. He told it in the hospi- 
tal at Belen. 

“A terrific storm raged.” he said. 
“In the midst of it the ship lost her 
rudder and she was dashed between 
two great rocks about 10 »’clock Fri- 
day night. She was about 300 yards 
from the shore. 

“You must imagine the scene aboard. 
until 1 o’clock in the morning we were 
fighting between life and death while 
the’ boat settled dowr in t.e water 
rapidly. The continuous blasts of the 
ship’s whistle failed to bring help. 

“When it became plain that there 
was not the most remote chance of 
rescue, there was nothing left to do but 
launch the life boats. This was done 
but they were tossed about with such 
violence by the waves that they sank 
almost immediately. 

“My companions and I were saved 
only because God is great. The only 


ITALIA ENGINEER 
UASTAWAY ON Itt, 
DIES OF INJURIES 


Survivors, Adrift on Floe, 
Too Weak To Eat, Pic- 
tured as Hopelessly 
Waiting End.

Virgo Bay, Spitzbergen, July 8.— 
Natal Ceccioni, chief engineer of the 
ill-fated trans-polar dirigible Italia, has 
died as a result of injuries received 
when the airship crashed May 25 on 
its return from the north pole, it was 
learned today. 

The death of Ceccione, who was ma- 
rooned with General Umberto Nobile 
on a small ice floe, leaves but four 
known survivors of the Italia still held 
captive by the northern elements. 

Two of these today were reported 
seriously ill as a consequence of their 
life on the melting ice. They are be- 
lieved to have contracted pneumonia. 

The latest message received from the 
little red silk tent where the Italians 
have been living since the airship 
crashed indicated the ice was breaking 
up to such an extent that a seaplane 
could not land in the vicinity. 

General Nobile, who was rescued 


from the ice floe by Captain Einarpaal 
Lundborg, Swedish aviator, now is re- 
covering aboard the base ship City of 
Milan. Lundborg himself crashed 
when he returned in an effort to res- 
cue the remainder of the castaways

Oswego, N. Y., July 8.—The home 
in which John D. Rockefeller was, 
born has been sold, and will be moved 
to Coney Island, playground of New 
York’s millions, there to take its place 
as a museum in a resort city clamor- 
ous with the din of scenic railways 
and the cries of sideshow barkers. 

The old house is on Michigan Hill, 


two and a half miles northeast of 
Richford, N. ¥. Richford is 32 miles 
from Oswego and 200 miles from New 
York. The homestead probably will 
be moved to Coney Island by truck. 

The purchaser of this historic dwell- 
ing is Mrs, Sarah S. Dennen, 2624 
Kast Twenty-seventh street, Brooklyn, 
N. Y. She is secretary of the Coney 
Island Chamber of Commerce. Mrs. 
Dennen bought the property from 
Mrs, Carrie Rockefeller, Harford 
Mills, N. Y., whose husband, Simeon, 
now dead, was a first cousin of John 
D. Rockefeller. 

The sale was completed Saturday. 
The transfer papers were signed just 
outside of the room in which John 
D. Rockefeller was born. ‘Tomor- 
row, eighty-nine years and one day 
after Mr. Rockefeller’s birth, the 
deed will be filed in the office of the 
Tioga county register at Oswego. The 
price Mrs. Dennen paid is not dis- 
closed. 

Mrs. Dennen, who says she is not 
an woman of wealth, regards the old 
house as a gift to America.

Miami, Fla., July 8.—(4)—Thou- 
sands of happy, care-free Elks, rep- 
resenting every section of the coun- 
try from the backwoods and rural dis- 
tricts to the blazing lights of old 
Broadway, were strongly entrenched 
here tonight for their 64th annual con- 
vention, which opens tomorrow to cou- 
tinue through next Friday. 

For the past two days, hundreds of 
delegates and visitors have been pour- 
ing into Miami from the north, east 
and west by motor cars, trains and

Nine special trains, loaded to ca- 
pacity with the visiting delegates, ar- 
rived here today and 19 more train- 
loads are due tomorrow. One boat- 
load of Ohio delegates, who sailed 
from Philadelphia docked at the har- 
bor this morning, while an enthusias- 
tic member trom Newport Beacon, 
Calif., is making the trip here by air-

Spend Day in Sightseeing. 

Entranuced with the natural beauty of 
this scenic section, and enjoying the 
spirit of true southern hospitality ac- 
corded them’ by the city and local 
members of their lodge, most of the 
delegates spent today on a sightseeing 
tour of the neighboring resorts or 
bathing in the sunny surf at the beach, 
following religious services at the 
churches this morning. Others were 
content to lounge about the conven- 
tion headquarters, away from the blaz- 
ing sun, making and renewing ae- 
quaintances among the various state 
delegations. 

One of the most picturesque events 
on the convention program was a 
Venetian serenade, staged on the 
Venetian canal at Miami Beach, across 
Biscayne Bay late today following a 
band concert by musicians from the 
lodge at West Palm Beach. A num- 
ber of gondolas, carrying singers garb- 
ed in festive attire, wended their way 
through the canal as the harmonious 
strains of melodies floated out across 
the water to the hundreds of specta- 
tors lining the waterfront.

Senators Brookhart, Od- 
die and Locher To Con- 
duct Hearing; Senator 
George To Attend. 


Investigation by a senate committee 
of alleged republican patronage in the 
south will be started this morning 
at the federal building here, with the 
arrival of Senators Brookhart (repub- 
lican), Iowa, chairman; Oddie, (re- 
publican), Nevada, and Locher, (demo- 
erat), Ohio, members of the committee 
slated for this morning. 

Senator Brookhart will open the 
hearing in the United States circuit 
court of appeals room in the federal 
building. A large list of witnesses will 
appear during the three or four days 
of the hearing. Among them will be 
a number of postmasters and other 
federal officers, it is said. 

The committee will investigate 
charges that federal offices were 
bought and sold in Georgia and in 
other southern states and that jobhold- 
ers are forced to contribute liberally 
to the party to hold their positions. 

Subpoenaed to appear before the 
committee are Ben J. Davis, negro 
republican national committeeman; 
Roscoe Pickett, chairman of the state 
executive committee, and John W. 
Martin, treasurer of the state execu- 
tive committee. 

Senator Walter F. George, author 
of the resolution resulting in appoint- 
ment of the investigating committee, 
also will be present at the hearings to 
nid the committee at its request, in 
the investigations. 

After the Atlanta hearings are con- 
cluded, the committee will go to Wash- 
ington, and Jater is expected to visit 
other southern cities.

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HEAT TAKES TOLL 
UF THIRTY LIVES 
IN MIDDLE WES! 


Thermometers Soar to 
New High Records; 
Eastern Seaboard Also 
Reports Fatalities. 


Chicago, July 8.—(/)—At least 30 
persons died from heat or causes at- 
tributed to heat in the midwest dur- 
ing the past three days when thermom- 
eters soared to new high marks for 
July records in many cities. 

Combined with the reports of fatal- 
ities came word from agricultural cen- 
ters which conflicted as to the value 
of the sun’s excessive rays at the time, 
although in Kansas farmers were ap- 
preciably pleased as it helped develop 
the wheat crop to the extent that it is 
now half harvested. 

The Chicago area reported a total 
of 14 persons dead; Detroit 3; Mil- 
waukee 5; Kansas City 5; and down- 
state Illinios 3. 

Some relief was forecast by the gov- 
ernment weather forecaster here, aft- 
er Chicago hung up a new high mark 
for the year. The mercury climbed 
to 9S degrees this afternoon, within 
five degrees of the record of 103 for 

July which was set 27 years ago. 

r Relief Promised. 


Possible showers and cooler is fore- 
cast for Monday, but whether it will 
remain cool is something the weather 
man would not say. From lowa 
came reports of showers today, and 
last night Kansas found relief in a 
general cooling rain. 

Minnesota’s heat wave was broken 
Saturady by rain, and in some places 
it was accompanied by a strong wind. 
Rain overnight quenched the heat in 
the two Dakotas. 

Wisconsin however, did not fully es- 
cape the heat, and Saturday’s tempera- 
tures set new marks for Milwaukee 
where it touched 92 degrees, and La- 
Crosse and Wausau had 80 and 78 as 
early as 7 a. m. 

Herrin, Illinois, topped the list of 
Illinios cities with 102 degrees, and 
vied with Pratt, Kansas, which re- 
ported the same high mark for being 
the warmest places in the midwest. 

Des Moines, Sioux City, Omaha, In- 
dianapolis and other cities all reported 
excessive heat humidity during the 
week end, and hundreds hope for 
promised showers for their relief, St. 
Louis had intermittent showers with 
fairly cool weather. 

Beneficial to Crops. 

Some agricultural authorities con- 
tended the heat would help mature 
crops rapidly, while others were du- 
bious over the rainy spells of the week 
previous, believing the heat now would 
cause too rapid development, and pos- 
sibly rot due to excessive humidiation. 

Fully 450,000 persons’ inhabited 
Chicago’s lake shore line beaches Sat- 
urday and Sunday. 


FATALITIES REPORTED 
IN EASTERN STATES, 

New York, July 8—(United News.) 
Two deaths due directly to heat, two 
drownings, and half a dozen deaths at- 
tributed indirectly to the soaring mer- 
curvy marked New. York’s migration 
to the sea shore today. 

Tt was estimated 2,000,000 persons 
left the city and every beach was 
crowded to capacity throughout the 
day. 

Irving Ferfeler, 25, was drowned in 
the Hudson river and an unidentified 
man was drowned at Coney Island 
beach. 

William K. Ferguson, 60, and Clar- 
ence Seaton, Jr., 7 months old, died of 
heat prostration. 

At least six other deaths were at- 
tributed in part to the heat. 


WYOMING AREA 
COVERED BY SNOW.

in the midwest, the Sand Lake area 
of the Medicine Bow national forest 
of Wyoming, is covered with a blanket 
of snow.

KILLER TRIO FLEES 
AMID CONFUSION 


King Alexander Fails in 
Effort To Bring About 
Peace Among Jugo- 
Slavian Factions. 


Sofia, Bulgaria, July 8.—(?)—Gen- 
eral Protogoherov, chief of the Mace- 
donian revolutionary organization, was 
killed on a busy street here last night. 
He was shot down by three men who 
escaped in the confusion. Officials 
are maintaining the greatest secrecy 
over the affair. 

The general has been out of the 
public eye for some time, but has 
been active behind the scenes on the 
Balkan stage. He was minister of 
provisions in Bulgarian cabinet in 
war time, but took up the Macedont- 
an revolutionary cause later and in 
February. 1927, presided over an as- 
sembly of the revolutionists. 

It is thought that his death may 
have been an indirect result of a re- 
cent fiasco when assembled revolu- 
tionists could not agree on plans and 
a bloody fight resulted.

Denver, Colo., July 8.—(4)—Her- 
bert H. Powell, 19, was shot and kill- 
ed carly today by A. E. “Dick” 
Dickson, theatrical man, when he 
tame upon Powell with Mrs. Dickson 
at the Dickson home here. 

Dickson today told police he had 
staged a faked out of town trip, but 
returned after a couple of hours and 
found Powell in his home. [Powell 
argued with him, he Said, and in a 
fight which followed he and the youth 
grappled for possession of the revolver 
which Dickson carried. 

During the scuffle, he declared, he 
pulled the trigger of his pistol twice. 
One bullet struck Powell in the shoul- 
der and the other went through his 
head. 

Dickson said he had been told that 
his wife had been seen in the company 
of Powell frequently while he was 
out of the city on business trips. He 
went to the house to discover the 
truth of his wife’s alleged misconduct, 
he said, but he had no intention of 
shooting the youth when he arrived. 

The slain youth is the son of Mrs. 
Lynn B. Powell, of Caruthersville, 
Mo. The family maintains a summer 
home in Denver and came here three 
weeks ago. 

Dickson is prominent in the motion 
picture industry in the west and is 
vice president of the recently organiz- 
ed Consolidated Theaters, Inc., a mil- 
lion-dollar concern which controls 
houses in Utah, South Dakota and 
Colorado. Police said a murder charge 
would probably be filed against him 
tomorrow. His wife is being held as 
a material witness.

New York, July 8.—The specter of 
nationalist disunion hevering over 
China since the capture of Pekin has 
been dispelled for the moment at least 
by a remarkable ceremony at the tomb 
of Sun Yat-Sen, 18 miles west of 
Pekin, when four of the most power- 
ful nationalist generals simultaneous- 
ly pledged themselves to cooperate for 
the nation, 

Generals Chaing Kai-Shek, Yen Hsi- 
Shan, Feng Yu-Hsiang and Li Tsung- 
Jen, their modern military appear- 
ance in striking contrast with the me- 
dieval setting, mounted the long mar- 
ble stairway of the Azure Cloud tem- 
ple and reported to the spirit of their 
dead leader, while a nondescript mob 
of Chinese swarmed at the foot of the 
hill, The generals burned incense, 
presented the glass coffin-encased 
body with food and agreed to bury 
their differences.

IEROEY SENATOR 
SAYS PRORIBITION 
) PRINGIPAL ISSUE 


Republicans in “Panic 
Fear” of Question, As- 
serts Edwards; Praises 
Record of Smith. 


Washington, July 8.—(#)—Prohi- 
bition is one of the outstanding is- 
sues of the presidential campaign, in 
the opinion of Senator Edwards, dem- 
ocrat, New Jersey, and in a statement 
issued today he said that a “panic 
fear” of this issue “is already dis- 
turbing the inner councils of repub- 
licanism.”’ 

Senator Edwards spoke of Gover- 
nor Alfred E. Smith, democratic nuomi- 
nee, as a standard bearer whose rec- 
ord is “unblemished and undefiled.” 

“And yet,’ he continued, “for want 
of better reasons his enemies have 
viciously slandered him as being a 
Catholic, a member of Tammany Hall 
and ‘wet.’ ” 

“The Washington conference of best 
eastern minds in the G. O. P. held 
Saturday,’ Senator Edwards said, 
“fairly bubbled with perturbation lest 
the Smith anti-prohibition telegram 
to the Houston convention turns out 
to be a master politica] stroke in this 
day of Volstead corruption and crime. 

“Dr. Work, generalissimo of the 
Hoover forces, issued a carefully pre- 
pared statement to the effect that 
prohibition was not and would not be 
an issue in the coming campaign. Be- 
fore the ink was dry on the Work 
statement, Henry J. Allen, publicity 
director for Secretary Hoover, told 
newspaper mer that one of the first 
major topics discussed at Saturday's 
conference was prohibition and. its 
threatening effect on Hoover's fight 
in the east.”’ 

The republicans are making the 
same mistake with regard to the 
liquor issue ' as have “fanatics and 
anti-leaguers,” Senator Edwards be- 
lieves, “namely, viewing prohibition 
as sacred and a thing apart from our 
workaday world.”’ 

“If prohibition is sacred,” he de- 

clared, “then bootlegging, bribery and 
official enforcement corruption are 
virtues. If prohibition is not an is- 
sue there will be little if any politi- 
cal honesty in the campaign. . 
By ignoring prohibition, the Hoover 
party is placing their stamp of ap- 
proval on a de facto condition in 
this nation which: has encouraged 
crime waves of unprecedented_ propor- 
tions within the past eight years and 
has generated a cycle of moral hypoc- 
risy and political cowardice equaled 
only by the fall of the Caesars.” 

In his defense of Governor Smith, 
Senator Edwards referred to the cry 
of “Tammany raised with dreadful 
foreboding,” and proceeded to cite 
what he termed instances of corrup- 
tion among republicans, referring to 
William S. Vare, “the Ohio oil gang”’ 
and the “Thompson-Small crime-pro- 
tecting and brothel-baiting Chicago 
machine.” 

In a reference to the late William 
Jennings Bryan, Senator Edwards 
said he wrecked the democratic party 
for a period -of over three decades 
and added that the fact that he was 
not at Houston was a contributing 
fagtor to democratic harmony. 

The senator predicted that Smith 
would carry New Jersey by “bet ween 
eighty and one hundred thousand.”’

borg safely to shore. 

The fate of the men who were with 
Nobile has been hanging in the balance 
since the summer sun began to melt 
the arctie ice, They have been drift- 
ing into warmer waters on a gradual- 
ly diminishing ice floe while the avi- 
ators and the ice ships of four nations 
have maneuvered to save them. Often 
the aviators have flown over them and 
dropped them supplies, and the ships 
have been almost in sight of them, but 
the breaking ice made airplane land- 
ing hazardous and the ships were 
caught and held fast in pack ice. 

Ceccione was injured when the 
Italia’s gondola was torn from the gas 
bag as it raked the ice field in a gale 
May 25. Seven men of the crew were 
carried away in the gas bag and have 
not been heard from since, Nine men, 
including Nobile, injured} and Cecec- 
cione, with a broken leg and other in- 
juries, were left sprawled on the ice 
about the wreckage of the gondola. 

Three of these men, including Pro- 
fessor Fenn Malgrem, Swedish physic- 
ist, soon left Nobile’s party to walk to 
land. They have not been seen nor 
heard of since. Major Umberto Mad- 
dalena, who first discovered Nobile’s 
encampment on the drifting ice and 
dropped supplies to the needy men, re- 
ported today he has followed futilely 
the trail of Captain Sora, 
with a dogsled sought to find Malgrem 
apd his companions. 

Maddalena expressed the opinion 
that Sora was dead—probably killed 
by polar bears which are unusually nu- 
merous this season, 

When Nobile came out of the arctic 
wastes with Lundborg, first of the 17 
explorer's of the Italia to be rescued, 
he and Lundborg said the men at his 
ice encampment, including Ceccione, 
insisted that he be taken off first, al- 
though he objected. They said Cec- 
cione was too ill to be removed. 

Nobile was criticised, however, for 
leaving his men behind and_ there 
were indications of dissatisfaction in 
Rome. Nobile insisted on assuming 
direction of rescue work, but high 
officials in Rome definitely rejected 
his proposals. 

Nobile desired to go aboard the 
Russian ice ship Krassin, which was 
then forging toward the stranded 
men, but the captain of the Krassin 
would not take him. 

Since Lundborg brought him out, 
Nobile has been confined to his eabin 
aboard the City of Milan, but his 
health is reported to have greatly 
improved, 

The death of Ceccione is the second 
known fatality in the ranks of the 
hardy crew of the Italia. A man 
died of injuries received in the crash 
of the airship. That ten others— 
three who left Nobile and seven blown 
away in the gas bag—are dead is 
the belief of many arctic observers 
here, 

News of Ceccione’s death Increased 
the eagerness of rescue workers here 
to reach the four men at their lonely 
ice-blocked camp before the inroads 
of weather and exposure should claim 
more casualties and directors of the 
work .were conferring today on the 
best means to effect a rescue. The ice 
ships are unable to proceed and the 
work will devolve upon aviators, in 
seaplanes or airplanes equipped with 
skiis. It will be a dangerous under- 
taking. 

In addition to two known dead of 
the Italia’s crew and ten missing and 
believed dead, six other lives are be- 
lieved to have been forfeited in the 
search for Nobile’s men — Raold 
Amundsen, discoverer of the south 
pole: Major Guilbaud, of the French 
navy, and four other men who left 
Tromsoe June 18 on a rescue mission 
and have not since been reported. 

Ceccione, it was reavealed today, 
was dead Thursday when Lundborg 
left the encampment with Lieutenant 
Schiberg, 

The four remaining men on the fce 
floe were so weak when Lundborg 
left that they could no longer chew 
pemmican, They looked like walking 
skeletons. 

Lundborg and Schiberg rolled the 
latter’s plane to a level stretch of ice 
for the take-off while the gaunt ex- 
plorers looked apathetically on, too 
weak to render them any assistance. 

As the rescue plane rose into the 
air the Italians sank bank in a hud- 
dled group, with every evidence of 
hopelessness of being rescued after 
their terri>le ordeal.

So we are floating down 


canvas boats and five bark canoes, 

In my last dispatch from Baikari 
past, the “jumping-off place,” which 
Colonel Fawcett left May 9, 1925; I 
told of finding his trail. 


From Baikari we todk a short cut 
to the Kulisevu, a tributary of the 
Kingu river, and again picked up the 
colonel’s tracks. 

We traveled in two groups, going 
carefully. The country was broken 
and traversed by many streams, We 
had much trouble crossing these but 
got through without the loss of an 
animal. 

We shot a few deer and caught 
some fish. 

We picked up the first definite 
trace of the missing explorer at Dead 
Ilorse camp, which we identified by 
marks on the trees and discarded 
stores, 

From there on we entered the outer 
fringe of the Amazon forests. On 
reaching the Kulisevu, we learned that 
Colonel Fawcett secured two native 
eanoes. He traveled down stream 
several days, and coming to an Indian 
camp, stopped there several days. 

The chief of the tribe Fawcett vis- 
ited is related to one of our Indians. 
We are on our way to question him.

During the building of the canoes 
the insects ate us alive. We all work- 
ed strenuously but are well and in 
good spirits.

Judge Kavanaugh, of Chicago, 
speaking before the Maryland Bar 
association made the startling state- 
ment that one murder was commit- 
ted every 44 minutes in the United 
States last year. 

The odds against a murderer’s 
capture, he said further, are about 
seven to one, and if captured the 
murderer has a_ fifteen-to-one 
chance that he will not be convicted. 
London, he added, with a population 
of some 8,000,000, had 27 mur- 
ders last year, while in Chicago 
alone there were 274. 

And yet Chicago, with all of its 
“sang wars” is not the most crimi- 
nal city in the United States, on the 
basis of population unit, by any 
means. 

This crime wave situation is one 
of America’s greatest problems. 
Undoubtedly the “bootleg flood- 
tide” has much to do with ‘t. But 
the opportunities for escapes from 
punishment afforded by lax laws, 
and by legal technicalities, is the 
paramount reason. Said Judge 
Kavanaugh in his Maryland address: 

“The police are underpaid, and 
therefore subject to bribery. They 
are under political control. The 
judgment of a cour¢ is easily reversed 
because of mere technicalities. Judges 
are not permitted to assist in the 
discovery of the truth, but must sit 
as mere automatons. Change these 
factors and crime will be checked.” 


The New York crime commission 
has said the same thing, and the 
Baumes law, its handiwork, has gone 
far toward checking crime in that 
state. The commission has estab- 
lished a permanent status, and the 
problem ‘‘the law’s delay” is the 
one it is working upon, not only in 
the interest of reducing crime, but

LLOYD GEORGE QUITS WRITING. 


Lloyd George, former British 
prime minister, announces that he 
is retiring from the field of journal- 
ism to devote his entire time to his 
favorite game of politics. He has 
been one of the highest paid writers 
in the world, according to his own 
claims that he has thus made around 
$600,000 in the past six years. 

In giving up his pen he admits 
that under the present low salary 
status he is preparing to sacrifice a 
great income for a meager one, even 
Should official position of a re- 
munerative nature remain his until 
the end. The premiership only 
pays $25,000 a year, and the social 
expense attending it is heavy. The 
position is something akin to Ameri- 
can ambassadorships.

AID TO MOTORISTS. 


That provision of the federal tax 
reduction bill, recently enacted, 
which repealed the war excise tax 
on new automobiles is already re- 
sulting in tremendous savings to mo- 
torists in Georgia, and in all the 
other states of the union. It cut the 
annual tax bill of car owners ap- 
proximately $66,000,000. 


The effect of this repeal in Geor- 
gia is that every purchaser of a new 
automobile will save from $25 to 
$150, according to the price of the 
vehicle. It has already been placed 
into effect by dealers. It will also 
stimulate automotive sales and add 
to the prosperity of the state.

Surance of a continuation of the 
federal aid policy on the main inter- 
state highways, the late congress 
took decided steps to -encourage 
road building by foreign nations.

For several years the democratic , 
south has been clamoring—and very 
righteously so—for recognition by the 
national democratic party. 

This year we have gotten recog- 
nition—not slight, but generous, | 

For the first time since 1860 the 
national democratic convention has 
been held in the south. 

For the first time in the voting 
life-time of the oldest of the living the 
south has a democratic candidate for 
vice president. 

Then what is all the fuss about? 

Haven’t we any sense of gratitude? 

For years I have been writing about 
the south slipping in at the back 
doors of party conventions, and feed- 
ing from the crumbs, of which preci- 
ous few fell to the floors, and all 
that sort of thing— 

And now, bless goodness, about all 
of the hullabaloo we hear about de- 
fection, and bolting, and “helping the 
other ticket,’ which must be appraised 
as the same thing as bolting by any 
person with any sense of contrast, is 
coming out of the south. 

A peculiar and unthinkable situa- 
tion ! 

Leaving out of the equation all con- 
troversial issues, is it not true that 
the south—the birthplace of the demo- 
cratic party and the one great sec- 
tion of this country that is most deep- 
ly immersed in democratic principles 
—owes a debt of gratitude, in this 
good year 1928, to the party for mak- 
ing this section, for the first time 
since the war between the states, a 
real party to its deliberations, and a 
part and a parcel of its most substan- 
tial considerations? 

What will a democratic victory 
mean this year? 

That the next candidate for presi- 
dent will come from a southern state! 
It is as plain as a potleg, and any- 
body can see it who is not prejudiced 
by either ignorance, bigotry, or a 
deliberate determination to see things 
contrary to truth. 

After more than 60 years, during 
which time the party has flirted with 
“isms” and “schisms,’’ and tested its 
skill at ill-attempted broncho taming, 
and the like, it now comes back to 
the house of its fathers, and finds in

It is difficult understand the 
interpretation Chairman Maddox 
places upon the most outstandingly 
fundamental of the state democratic 
committees rules governing the 
pledges of electors who may desire 
to vote in the September democratic 
primaries. 


If I understand his interpretation 
correctly it is that one may vote for 
a democrat, or a socalled democrat, 
in the state primary, and for the re- 
publican national condidates in the 
general election. 

This may have been done in the 
past— 

But the Volstead act has been vio- 
lated in the past, for that matter, 
and the fact does not give anyone 
authority, even on the bench, to say 
that the Volstead act is a meaning- 
less piece of bunk, and should not be 
appraised—so long as it exists—for 
its face value. 

Rule II of the regulations of

conflict with existing laws. All 
white electors who are democrats 
and qualified to vote in the gen- 
eral elections, who, in good faith 
will pledge themselves to support 
the democratic eandidates for all 
offices to be voted on this year 
are hereby declared qualified to 
yote in said primary, and the act 
of voting in said primary shall 
constitute the aforesaid pledge.” 

If that rule means anything it 
means everything. If it doesn’t mean 
what it says it should be stricken. 

But pass along down to “rule 5’’ 


“No person shall be deemed a 
candidate in said primary unless 
he is legally qualified to hold the 
office for which he announces; 
is a valid member and adherent 
of the democratic party in state 
and national politics and pays 
the assessments hereinafter pre- 
scribed by the time hereinafter 
named.” 
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If that rule means anything it 
means what it says. If it doesn't 
it should also be stricken. 

It should not be overlooked that 
the question of qualification of elec- 
tors, based upon the laws of the com- 
mittee, is vested in a subcommittee. 
Therefore, with all due respect for 
my good friend Ed Maddox, what 
right has he, by virtue of chairman- 
ship, to interpret the rules differently 
from their plain, unmistakable man- 
dates? 

The most dangerous and threaten- 
ing problem confronting the people of 
thi. country today is the interpreta- 
tion of law directly contrary to the 
written word, in order to proffer per- 
sonal immunities, or to serve political 
purposes. 

Surely my friend Ed Maddox 
doesn’t mean to open the door for 
‘“bolters,” incorrectly and deceivingly 
tagged “democrats,” to vote or to be 
the recipient of votes, in the demo- 
cratic primary in September who 
plan, purpose ‘and proclaim that they 
will vote for the republican national 
nominees in November? 

“Politics is a funny thing,” said the

Sut the plain English language is 
neither funny nor ambiguous.

In a great many states electors 
subscribing to a party faith may vote 
in the general elections for a candi- 
date who subscribes to another party 
faith, but in such instances there is 
no party law to the contrary.

More the reason, therefore, that 
they should be conducted under rules 
that mean precisely what they say. 

Otherwise, abolish the primary! 
Abolish the party system! Let whom- 
soever will run as “independents’— 

And then, we shall see what we 
shall see, not forgetful that in our or- 
ganic laws are still retained the four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments,

{Health Talks

MOST DAYS ARE DOG DAYS 
THESE DAYS. 

In the old days the dog days were 
just a few days in midsummer when 
one’s temper was sorely tried and 
there was an inclination to blame it 
on the dogs. A familiar axjom has it 
that if a dog bites a man it is not 
news but if a man bites a dog it is 
news. This doesn't apply in the dog | 
days. In the dog days a dog can’ 
scarcely look askance at a man with- 
out precipitating countless columns of 


stuff in the papers, 99.44 per cent of 
which is mythical. The remaining 
0.56 per cent appears in this column. 

Nowadays, however, a lot of peo- 
ple have trouble with their dogs the 
year around, though their complaints 
or the complaints of the neighbors are 
bitterest in hot weather. I have nar- 
rowly escaped trouble with my own 
does lately. Twice, in the same place 
the wily shoe salesman has attempted 
to palm off hidden or disguised props 
on me, and the first time 1 never 
noticed the deception until I blithely 
put on the dogs to absorb my daily 
ration of oxygen, and it felt like walk- 
ing a picket fence. I tell you, frierds, 
a “foot specialist” masquerades under 
the skin of nearly every shoe sales- 
man in some towns and one must be 
vigilant to resist the aggressive tactics 
of these ubiquitous pathologists. 

One correspondent asks just what 
a foot doctor is called, and another 
asks whether arch trouble can cause 
pain in the thigh. The answer to 
both questions is maybe. 

There are no medical foot special- 
ists, so far as I know, and I believe 
I have pretty complete data on phy- 
sicians and specialists. In the first 
place there is no’ particular reason | 
why a common, ordinary family doc- 
tor should not take care of all com- | 
mon, ordinary foot troubles—he is! 
just as capable of dealing with such 
troubles as he is of dealing with com- 
mon stomach or liver troubles. If you 
have been led to assume otherwise, 
that is your misfortune; either your 
education is bad or your family doc- 
tor is a poor sort. Unusual com- 
plaints involving the feet may require 
consultation with one or another spe- 
cialist—an orthopedic surgeon or a 
neurologist, say. 

The term orthopedic is misleading. 
Ortho means straight; pedic means, 
not foot, as one would naturally sup- 
pose, but child. Originally ortho- 
pedists studied and treated only de- 
formities of children. Now they treat 
adults, too, and patients need not 
have deformities necessarily, for or- 
thopedie specialists treat all kinds of 
joint diseases, developmental difficul- 
ties, paralytie conditions. An ortho- 
pedic physician or specialists is, of 
course, qualified to take care of ordj- 
nary or unusual foot troubles, but he 
is no better qualified to deal with o#- 
dinary foot troubles than any good 
family physician is. 

I am not overlooking the podiatrist 
nor consciously slighting him. A podi- 
atrist is a person especially trained 
and in some states legally licensed to 
practice podiatry, the care of the feet. 
(Thisisn’t strict etymology, but just! 
my view of the question.) I have 
known some good ones, vet I’d prefer o 
real physician or surgeon to do any 
kind of operation on my feet. Having 
given the podiatrist his cue—I mean 
his due—what is there left to say 
about the chiropodist? The chiropo- 
dist to my mind is a manicurist who 
confines his service to the dogs. I'd 
as soon consult my barber about my 
mental aberration as consult my chiro- 
podist or podiatrist about a disability 
of mv understanding.

EUROPE FOUND HAPPY AND 
PROSPEROUS.

(Robe Carl White was born in Royer- 
ton, Delaware county, Indiana, in 180%, 
He studied law and was graduated from 
the University of Minnesota in 1896. 
White began practice at St. Paul, Minn., 
in 1896, but later moved to Muncie, Ind., 
and there established his offices in 1809. 
He served as city attorney of Muncie 
from 1906 to 1907 and postmaster of 
Muncie from 1907 to 1912. White was 
appointed chairman of the board of re- 
view of the bureau of immigration at 
Washington, D. C., in 1922. He has 
been assistant secretary of labor since 
1924.) 


Europe generally is in fairly pros- 
perous condition, and its people are 
for the most part happy and contented. 

I went to England and Ireland first 
of all. Ut was there three years ago, 
and this time I found the people much 


happier and more contented than be- 
fore. The war atmosphere had disap- 
peared, and conditions showed con- 
siderable improvement. 

There were about the same con- 
ditions as three years ago in France. 
In Italy, the people are unusually 
busy, and I noticed that almost all 
are very ambitious. So far as I ob- 
served, almost everybody was working, 
but of course there is more or less 
unemployment there. I would say the 
unemployment conditions there are 
about normal. I went to Egypt. In 
Greece, Jugoslavia and the Balkan 
states I found the people fairly pros- 
perous. Austria is still suffering 
from the effects of the war. There was 
considerable depression there. 

Germany is prosperogjs and pro- 
gressive. It has had a wonderful in- 
dustrial come-back since the world 
war. The German people, like the 
American people, are welcoming in- 
novations and are showing initiative 
and energy all along the line. Their 
industrial centers are throbbing; they 
have large expositions; they are tak- 
up new ideas in business and industry. 

Similarly, Holland is prosperous and 
there was more evidence of popular 
contentment there than almost any- 
where else I visited during the entire 
trip. 

I found nowhere any real animosity 


against the United States government 
or the American people. Here and 
there expressions were voiced suggest- 
ing what this country ought or ought 
not to do, but they were individual] 
expressions and in a friendly tone, 
without the slightest enmity or ani- 
mosity toward America and the Ameri- 
can people. In Germany, and in other 
countries, the people evinced a spirit 
of welcome to Americans. 

Belgium is rich. There is every 
evidence of prosperity and progress 
in that country. 

In all the European countries. with 
one exception, and that I wilil not 
mention, I found a disposition to 
standardize manufacturers, clothing, 
food, luxuries, etc. Even the rents are 
standardized. Some of them may have 
lower original prices, but the supple- 
mentary charges, including such things 
for instance as state, city, police and 
other taxes, bring the price level up 
to the standard of uniform prices the 
continent over. 


All Europe has the same problems 
of wages, unemployment and other 
labor problems along with the pros- 
perous trend of the countries. The 
wage earners of Europe as a whole are 
inarticulate. One ean get the views 
of the manufacturers, the employers, 
the government authorities on any | 
labor problems, but reaching the 
masses for their opinions on those 
matters is difficult. That is the im- 
| pression ] gathered.

Washington, D. C., July 8.—Radio’s 
normal summer doldrums promise to 
be shaken into gusts of fury by hap- 
penings in Washington during these 
summer months. Within and without 
the federal radio commission, a con- 
flict is raging that will determine the 
future of good radio reception—a hope 
that has been dangled before radio fan- 
dom during practically all of the six- 
teen months since the commission was 
set up by congress to bring about order 
in the ether. 

Within the commission, there is dif- 
ference of opinion on how to proceed. 
That body, it is true, has ordered 164 
stations off the air as of August 1 as 
a first step. To survive, these stations 
must prove more public service merit 
than has been apparent in their pro- 
grams heretofore in the public hear- 
ings scheduled for them before the 
commission all this week. 

But regarding the next most impor- 
tant step toward clearing up man-made 
interference, the commission is at odds 
within itself. Some of the five mem- 
bers still favor an engineering plan of 
allocating equitably but on a scientific 
basis, stations, powers, and * wave 
lengths to the respective zones in com- 
pliance with the new radio law. 
Others are loath to alter the status 
quo. They want the necessary equali- 
zation to begin with certain existing 
stations retaining the wave lengths and 
powers they are now using. 

Agree on Two Points. 

The best engineering minds in the 
radio industry, repeatedly called in by 
the commission for consultation, have 
agreed on two points. First, there 
must be a substantial curtailment in! 
the number of stations. Secondly, the 
equalization provision of the new radio 
law can be cafried out with the elimi- 
nation of interference .only through a 
scheme based on sound engineering 
principles. 

The first step the commission has 
taken. The upshot of the curtailment 
order probably will be that about 100| 
of the stations will be ordered off per- 
manently; the others will save them- 
selves by proving merit, by voluntary 
consolidations and possibly by success- 
ful litigation against the commission. 

The secomtl phase of the problem 
makes mandatory a shakeup of the 
whole broadcasting system, if interfer- 
ence-free broadcasting and reception is 
to be attained. The engineers propos- 
ed 50 cleared channels of the available 
90 for 50 leadings stations, 10 in each 
of the five zones, 


PROTEST VOICED 
BY INDEPENDENTS. 

Washington, July 8.—(#)—A protest 
against the federal radio commission 
undertaking to “destroy independent 
broadcasters, merely to give a larger 
audience to the high powered chain 
stations,” was made public here today 
by representatives of the Independent 
Broadcasters’ association who will ap- 
pear Tuesday at the commission's pub- 
lic hearings on what stations shall be 
eliminated to improve reception. 

‘“{‘ongress did not intend to destroy 
independent broadcasting stations 
when it passed the reallocation amend- 
ment,” the independents maintained. 
They opposed giving “a broadcasting 
chain the right to use twenty-five dif- 
ferent wave lengths, all served by high- 
powered stations, to transmit the same 
program.” 

“There is room in the air for all the 
stations on the commission’s lists,” the | 
statement said, “if there is a proper 
restriction of power and division of 
time. This is mot a question of indi- 
vidual siattuns, it’is a question of the 
rights of communities to have iocat 
broadcasting facilities, just as they 
have local newspapers. 

“We contend that the commission 
should make a careful study of these 
community rights and of the part 
which broadcasting now plays in the 
life of every community before it de- 
stroys a single independent station,”

Boston, July 8.—One thing of 
which the result of the final Olympic 
tryouts assure us is that we are send- 
ing a team of champions to Amster- 
dam and that, in practically every 
event, it will take supermen to beat 
us. The United Siates will be rep- 
resented by the greatest athletes it 
ever has assembled in a single group. 

The meet in the Harvard stadium 
closely followed Mr. Darwin's theory 
that the fittest survived. Luck, nerves, 
a slight cold or a pulled tendon may 
here and there have worked a har-:l- 
ship, but_in the main the boys ran, 
jumped, “heaved and hurdled pretty 
true to form. 

The winers couldn’t get by on one 
gool heat. They had to go through 
a fire of competition which burned 
away all except the true metal. Every 
man and boy who will take that boat 
on Wednesday is a great performer. 
If they are beaten none of us will 
have any excuses to make, | 

It is the dream of every foreign 
team to beat the Americans. Ours 
are the men they will -watch. Their 
skill, power, speed and strategy will 
be directed at our defeat. Not that 
they have anything against uS, but 
merely that we have happened to have 
such teams at other Olympics that to 
win from these teams would mean 
the greatest glory. And, fine as we 
know our squad to be, we also know 
that other countries have advanced to 
the stage where these Olympics are 
likely to be a struggle all the way. 

All Against America. 

In a sense, it will be every man’s 
hand against us. Up to and including 
the SO00-meter run, our chief oppo- 
nents should be Germany and England. 
Wrykoff and Borah are two of the 
smoothest, most beautiful running ma- 
chines I ever have seen. - McAllister, 
Russell, Bracey, Cummings, Quinn 
and Scholz give me a mixture of 
youth and manhood, speed and ex- 
perience hard to equal. Paddock has 
great legs under him and a great heart 
in him—we hope nothing prevents his 
competing, but other countries, lack- 
ing our quantity, have quality almost 
as great. 

Legg is the greatest sprinter to 
come out of South Africa since Reg- 
gie Walker left his rivals behind in 
the games of 1908. Kornig, Houben 
and Wichmann are among the first 
fruits of Germany's scheme of inten- 
sive and universal athletic training, 
and they are peaches. 

In the 400-meter we can bank on 
Barbuti, Snider, Phillips and Tierney, 
but Lowe and Rinkel, of England, 
and Buchner, of Germany, could be 
better at 800 meters, a race in which 
Peltzer and Engleheart, of Germany, 
also should play a part. To throw 
agninst them we have a champion of 
Nebraska, famous on either side of 
the ocean, Lloyd Hahn. Fuller, Wat- 
son and Sittig are in there, too, and 
good men they are, but Hahn is the 
hest we have, and America hopes and 
believes that he will prove himself 
greater than the greatest. 

. Hahn may also run 1,500 meters. 
Here is where the Finns enter the 
picture; also a flying Swede. Nurmi, 
Berg, Larva, Wide—those are names 
to conjure with. We have Conger and 
Robinson, Carter and Martin, and 
they are swift and courageous; but 
again Haln appears to be our hope. 

Speed Not Known. 

As an ordinary thing it would ap- 
pear that trying to finish in front 
of those Finns and that Swede would 
be about as hopeful as the letter X 
trying to come before A in the alpha- 
bet; but that is just the point. We 
know how fast those foreign fliers 
have gone, but we don’t know just 
how fast Hahn can go when he is 
pushed to his limit. It will be plenty 
fast. 

Nurmi, Wide and Eklof are all fast 
enough to take the 5,000-meter unless 
Leo Lermond, Smith and Abbott show 
speed they never before displayed ; 
but if Joie Ray runs the 10,000-meter, 
as well as the marathon, Ritola and 
the rest of them are going to find 
themselves in a race. Nobody has 
Joie laid away in lavender until the 
final line is crossed. So it will be in 
the marathon. Ray firmly believes 
that he can win it, and, if courage 
and confidence count for enough, he 
can.

Finish of Schalk,

Chicago, July 8—(4)—The passing 
of Ray Schalk from his role as man- 
ager of the Chicago White Sox last 
week virtually wrote finish to the ca- 
reer of perhaps the greatest catcher 
baseball has ever knkown. 

While Ray still belongs to the White 
Sox, it is considered doubtful if he 
will ever play again even should the 
Sox keep him on their roster. 

I or 1¢ years, Ray wore the uniform 
furnished him by Charles Comiskey, 
the Sox owner, and established during 
that time enough records to assure him 
of a place in baseball’s hall of fame 
alongside the greatest the game has 
seen, 

_ Critics said “too small” when Schalk 
first apeared in the Sox lineup in 1912 
after Comiskey had paid the fabulous 
price of $17.000 for his contract to get 
him from Milwaukee. But Ray began 
burning up the diamonds almost from 
his initial start and became the sensa- 
tion of the league. In his 17 years, 
the “Cracker” caught 1,719 games, ay- 
eraging more than 100 a season, a 


_number greater than any of the greats 


past or present ever accomplished, 

In addition, he leads all catchers in 
the number of putouts made and also 
heads the column for the greatest num- 
ber of assists. His great speed and un- 
erring throw often saw him letting a 
runner take a big lead toward second 
and then nab him easily oh a great 
peg to the sack. Ray also was unex- 
celled in snaring fouls and used the 
sort of playing judgment that experts 
say will keep him in a class by himself 
for years to come.

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Richards Tells 
How Lacoste 


Reached Top 


Keeping Ball in Play, Win- 
ning on Opponent’s Errors 
. Put Champ on Top.

Much has been written about Rene 
Lacoste’s uncanny ability to keep the 
ball in play. He has reached the top 


mainly on his ability to win on the 
other man’s errors, 

In his matches with Tilden last 
year, no matter what “Big Bill” did 
to the ball it always came back. Per- 
haps there never was terrific speed 
on any of Lacoste’s returns, but the 
ball came back, usually well placed. 

Laceste’s rise to the top in tennis 
furnishes a good example to the young- 
er players in the Wnited States. It is 
proved by his reign as world cham- 
pion that you no longer have to knock 
the cover off the ball to be a national 
titleholder. 

From the standpoint of the gallery 
it may not be the best sor: of game 
to watch, but results count’ in any 
walk of life. The French star will 
never win the same degree of affec- 
tion from the galleries as Tilden, John- 
ston, Cochet or Williams, but he may 
remain on top of the heap for many 
years, 

Learns Secret of Tennis. 

At a very early age, through con- 
stant practice, Lacoste learned the 
secret of tennis, and that is to keep 
the ball in play. Most of the younger 
players in the United States at pres- 
ent are not content to allow the ball 
to stay in play for more than one or 
two strokes. Their idea is to try for 
a winning shot quickly. Gei the point 
over, no matter if you lose or win it. 

Perheps the hard-hitting of Tilden 
and Johnston has had its effect on 
these younger players, but they should 
remember that everybody can’t be a 
Tilden or Johnston. Incidentally, it 
took many years of hard practice for 
both those players to reach the stage 
where they could mix steadiness and 
speed. The first requisite for the 
younger star is to keep the ball in 
play. The second on the various 
strokes will come later, when the 
player knows how to use it properly. 

That is the one reason why “Jun- 
ior’ Coen looks like such a wonder- 
ful prospect for future Davis Cup 
play. Unlike most of the other young- 
sters, he doesn’t try for a “kill” at 
every opportunity. He is content to 
rally a bit before working his way in 
for the final punch. No doubt the 
coaching of Tilden has been very bene- 
ficial in this respect. Hennessy and 
Lott also have shown marked improve- 
ment along these lines since the 
opening of the Davis Cup training 
camp down in Augusta. 

Brick Wall For Practice. 

When I started to play tennis I hit 
on the idea that the only way to ac- 
quire steadiness was to play a dozen 
balls against a brick wall and practice 
at least three hours a day. Whatever 
degree of steadiness I acquired came 
directly from this method. 

Not long ago pictures were shown 
in this country of Lacoste and his 
new machine, which keeps throwing 
the balls out to him from a distance 
of 30 or 40 feet. So far as I can see 
there isn’t much difference between 
his machine and a brick wall. They 
achieve the same result. 

However, the inventing of this ma- 
chine shows just how seriously the 
French champion takes his tennis. I 
am told that he spends two or three 
houps each day out on the courts prac- 
ticing against an imaginary opponent. 
That is the secret of his success. Any 
of the younger players in the United 
States can reach the top if they give 
the game the same seriousness and 
concentration Lacoste has.

New York, July 8.—(#)—The ama- 


teur status of Charley Paddock is 
under fire because of his motion-pice

It has been referred to the regula- 
tion committee of the A. A. U., which 
will give Paddock a hearing probably 
tomorrow and take a telegraphic vote 
of its membership on the question. 

The text of the committee's state- 
ment, given out over the signature 
of Frederick W. Rubien, secretary of 
the committee, follows: 

“In view of the fact that the ama- 
teur status of Charles W. Paddock, 
of Los Angeles, has been challenged 
both by the A. A. U. track and field 
committee and the American Olympic 
selection committee, and inasmuch as 
the question of the amateur status of 
any athlete is in the hands of the 
governing body of the sport in which 
the athlete whose status has been 
questioned participates, the question 
of the amateur status of Paddock has 
been referred to the A. A. U. for de- 
cision. and meanwhile Paddock will 
be taken from the team awaiting 
What action the A. A. U. will take in 
his ease. If Paddock is cleared by the 
A. A. U., he will be approved for 
competition at Amsterdam, but if he 
is disqualified, Roland Locke will take 
his place. If the decision is reached 
by the A. A, U. before Wednesday, 
and is adverse to Paddock, Locke will 
take his place. If it is not decided by

Memphis, July 8.—(4)—With firet 
division teams generally showing their 
heels to the lower bracket, it was left 
to Jimmy Hamilton's Nashville Vol- 
unteers to give clubs in the upper 


half something to ponder over during 
last week’s play in the Southern as- 
sociation. 

Nashville’s attack placed the Vol- 
unteers, a “last division” team, sec- 
ond in the week’s standing. The Vols 
played six teams and won four and 
were topped only by Birmingham, 
which team won five of their seyen 
contests, 

Little Rock took the paradox prize 
as the Travelers with 94 safe bin- 
gles, led in that department, but the 
Pebbles won only four of their seven 
contests. The Vols hit safely the 
fewest times, 70 in six games, but 
managed to score the most runs, 53, 
seven more than Birmingham, which 
took second honors in batting with 
898 safe drives, 

Pitchers experienced a_ difficult 
week as the eight teams in 29 games 
battered out 648 safe hits, which 
coupled with 84 errors, were good 
for 343 scores. 

With only five misplays each, At- 
lanta and New Orleans led the league 
in. defensive work, but the Pelicans 
had the edge because of having played 
one more game than the Crackers. 
Memphis and Chattanooga were the 
poorest fielders with 14 miscues each. 

Long distance wallops were numer- 
ous. Nashville collected 14 round 
trip blows, Wade collecting six of 
them, more than twice as many as 
any other team. In all 36 four-ply 
swats were made, each team getting 
at least a brace. 

Wade, who eavorts in left field 
for the Vols, set a fair mark for 
individuals to shoot at when he banz- 
ed out six homers, getting a pair 
in each of two games. Danny Tay- 
lor. of Memphis, took second honors 
with three homers.

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National Guard 
Of 30th Division 
Goes Into Camp 


Columbia, 8. C.. July 8.—()— 
More than 500 national guardsmen 
from four states poured into Colum- 
bia today for the two weeks’ summer 
encampment of the famous Thirtieth 
division at Camp Jackson. The ar- 


rival of approximately 2,500 other 
guardsmen tomorrow from Georgia 
will complete the division. Georgia, 
South Carolina, North Carolina and 
Tennessee all were represented in to- 
day’s arrivals. 

Tuesday the morning bugle call will 
sound upon between 8,000 and 9,000 
troops. It will be the first time since 
the war for the Old Hickory soldiers 
to hear the reveille as a complete 
division. 

By Wednesday the guardsmen will 
be down in earnest in their training 
for the game of war. Infantry drill, 
artillery practice, sharpshooting ob- 
servation drills and various other mil- 
itary maneuvering then will be the 
daily order until July 22 when the 
camp will break up. 

Every unit necessary to make up 
a complete military division is sched- 
uled to get into action during the cele- 
brated Thirtieth’s two weeks’ summer 
training. The main body of troops 
consists of two artillery regiments 
from Tennessee and Georgia and four 
infantry regiments representing all the 
four states. 

In addition to these, however, the 
Forsyth, (Ga.) tank company is one 
of the groups, as well as the 105th 
observation squadron from Nashville, 
Tenn. -A motor transport company, 
a company of motoreycle troops, and 
a medical company also are included 
and approximately 100 reserve offi- 
eers from the four states will train 
for the summer with the division. 

The observation planes commanded 
by Major Jchn Bennett, of Nashville, 
Tenn., landed at camp today. The 
roar of these overhead as they scout 
the “enemy’s” position, photograph 
the “field of battle” will blend with 
the rumble of the heavy tanks when 


activity of the encampment is finally 
vnder way. 

Adyance detachments from the dif- 
ferent states have been at the camp 
for several days putting up tents and 
making final arrangements for the ar- 
rival of the troops.

thing I remember is that after being 
thrown into the water I clutched a 
floating timber.

I recall that I could but barely see 
the light of the ship. 

“In that moment I heard a sound 
as of a revolver shot which I think 
was caused by my commander, Cap- 
tain Suarez, shooting himself at his 
post on the bridge of the Angamos. 

Another survivor was Andres Car- 
rillo, a sailor. He could not explain 
how he was saved. 

“After being cast upon the beach 
I looked for the ship, but could see 
nothing,” he said. “I think it had 
gone down already. I made my way 
to the nearest house, but when I 
knocked at the door the occupants did 
not wish to admit me, thinking me a 
tramp. It took me an hour to con- 
vince the housewife that I really need- 
ed assistance, 

“After I had rested a bit we set 
out in search of other survivors and 
we found three, all naked as was J.’’

They 
merely say they strapped on life belts 
hurriedly when the ship began to 
sink, and that they do not know pre- 
cisely how they came to be saved. 

The Angamos’ radio calls for help 
were intercepted by the steamers 
Tarapaca and Apolo, which were en 
route to the south, but these ships 
could not reach the scene in time to 
be of any assistance. 

Eighty bodies have been found on 
the beaches near this city. 

The auxiliary vessel Orompello set 
out from here for the scene of the 
wreck, but was driven back by high 
winds. 

It is reported here that a number 
of political deportees were embarked 
by the Angamos at Punta Arenas. 


At noon today no more survivors 
had been heard from and it is believed 
the. four who reached shore on the 
| night of the disaster were the only 
| persons saved. In view of the vio- 

lence of the storm, it seemed most 
| improbable that any of the lifeboats 
| could have remained afloat. 

The Angamos, it was learned, had 
been loading material for the navy 
in the Gulf of Arauco and when the 
storm broke left the bay to ride out 
the tempest on the open sea. 

Lieutenant Alberto Perez Canto, 
first officer of the Angamos, who re- 
mained ashore when the ship set forth 
| on its ill-omened trip, said the place

All the tracts made available, in 
the Caribou national forest region in 
Idaho, the Beaverhead national forest, 
Montana, Grand and Millard counties, 
Utah, and Lincoln and Sublette coun- 
ties, Wyoming, are described as gen- 
erally mountainous and unsuitable for 
agriculture, though better adapted to 
stock raising. 

Official surveys of the newly open- 
ed lands will be filed in the district 
land offices at Blackfoot, Idaho, Au- 
gust 5; Great Falls, Montana, July 
50: Salt Lake City, Utah, August 1, 
and Evanston, Wyoming, August 8.

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DRY" DEMOCRATS 
PLAN TEXAS FIGHT 


Dallas, Texas, July 8.—(#)—After 
a week which was replete with as- 
sertions of “dry” democrats that they 
would not support Gevernor Alfred 
E. Smith, the battle in Texas to pre- 
vent the election of the New York gov- 
ernor as president has taken definite 
form. 

The intention of the “dry” demo- 
crats in Texas to wage a determined 


fight against Governor Smith was 
shown yesterday when VY. A. Collins, 
of Dallas, and other prominent Tex- 
ans called a statewide mass meeting 
to be held here July 17 to perfect 
plans to carry the state against Smith 
at the election next November. 

Among the signers were the Rev. 
Atticus Webb, superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon League in Texas; Thomas 
B. Love, of Dallas, candidate for 
lieutenant governor; J. B. Cranfill, of 
Dallas, Baptist churchman and at 
one time candidate for vice president 
on the prohibition party ticket, and 
O. B. Colquitt, former governor. 

The announcement said: 

“We, the undersigned citizens of 
Texas and members of the democratic 
party who are dtermined to remain 
members of the party, but are opposed 
to the election of Governor Smith, of 
New York, as president of the United 
States, hereby call a mass meeting of 


(all democrats in Texas opposed to 


Smith’s election to meet in confer- 
ence at Dallas July 17 for the pur- 
pose of devising ways and means and 
perfecting plans and organization to 
carry the state of Texas against Smith 
at the election next November.” 

With the first statewide primary 
less than three weeks away, local 
and state campaigns were forced to- 
day to share the center of the stage 
with national politics. National and 
state polities have been closely inter- 
woven in Texas as Judge William HB. 
Hawkins, and Mrs. Edith Wilmans, 
candidates for the democratic nomina- 
tion for governor, have publicly an- 
nounced their intention not to vote for 
Smith.

While Wall street speculators 
were paying 10 per cent for money 
last week, the highest since 1920, the 
treasury borrowed $500,000,000 for 15 
years at 3.375 per cent, and the issue 
was quickly oversubscribed. 


Though this rate seems cheap to the 
average taxpayer, still it is higher 
than the current prices for United 
States government bonds. They are 


selling on an average to net the in- 
vestor 3.25 per cent annually. 
Eleven Billions! 

Since 1921 more than eleven billion 

dollars of government securities bear- 
ing a high rate of interest have been 
paid of* or refunded into long-time ob- 
ligations bearing lower ra‘ 2s of inter- 
est. . 
*How much is eleven billion dollars?

Turning his steady blue eyes on me, 
the white-haired secretary replied in

Period—Not Policy. 

“The assertion is often made that 
the federal reserve banks contracted 
agricultural credits in 1920, but that 
is not ‘rue. As a matter of fact, far 
from contracting agricultural credits 
during the period of falling prices, the 
federal reserve banks expanded crerlits 
and mereased the volume of circulat- 
ing notes in the agricultural states.” 

Mr. Mellon was silent for a moment, 
then resumed: 

“There was a severe period of de- 
flation in 1920 and 1921, one which 
hit all classes of industry, but which 
showed itself particularly in the agri- 
cultural regions because of the unor- 
ganized condition of agriculture. I 
want to make myself clear that in so 
far as the federal reserve banks are 
concerned, there was a period of defla- 
tion but not a policy of deflation. This 
is a very important distinction.” 

Some farmers and country bankers 
might object to this interpretation. 

Work Easily. 

To live long—eat simple food, breath 
fresh air, exercise reasonably, and 
eliminate business cares. This is the 
philosophy of John D. Rockefeller, 
who has just. entered his ninetieth 
year. 

Contrary to public belief, Mr. Rocke- 
feller never was a hard worker in 
his business. He hired other men ‘to 
work for him. Wise man. Not only 
did he hire. able men, but after his 
work was over and he had amassed 
the world’s greatest fortune, he em- 
ployed men to give it away for him. 
Last year they were kept busy dis- 
tributing more than twenty-two mil- 
lion dollars; and Mr. Rockefeller was 
kept busy playing golf—and giving 
away dimes.

Can Make Gold. 

M. Jollivet Castelot, a Frenchman, 
after working 20 years on the problem, 
has just announced in a small book 
that the chemical manufacture of gold 
is possible. He declares he makes it 
out of silver, arsenic sulphide and anti- 
mony sulphide. “ 

“T believe I now hold the key to the 
regular and even industrial manufac- 
ture of gold,” he said. 

A chemist of the Argentine, Senor 
Outon, Buenos Aires, says, however, 
that he does not consider the, ptocess 
an industrial success “since the cost 
of the gold obtained is often greater 
than the value of the metal.’” 

Even since the days before Aristotle, 
men have been attempting to mannfac- 
ture gold by chemical process. So far 
no process has been accepted by science 
as practical. - But irrespective of cost, 
if gold can be manufactured this will 
have far reaching effects on the future 
business of nations.
